Thii com- 
bination of letters means "NO 
FOREIGN WAR COMMITTEE. " It!- 
birth remairif fomewhat of » 
myjtcry. Some fources have it thai 
a group of notorious "appcasers" — 
Henry Ford, William Rhodes Davis, 
George Eggclston (editor of Scrib- 
ner's Commentator), Colonel 
Char'cf Lindbprsh, and other*— 
hs\p Icr.t ihr ncccsfsry financial 
.-.;iv,->.irt. At any rate, it ha.*^ money. 
Anà that money has been poured 
into a nation-wide attempt at quick 
build-up via radio, the press, and 
sensational public speeches. 

Ju.n iwrn'.y seven days ago, to be 
exsct. ,T f«arthy. bespectacled mid- 
Westerner wâf busy getting out his 
.«môll-'.'xvr. paper — the Cedar 
Kspiri.'^. ilc'- a' C^zcltc. Today thai 
man bellows from platforms in New 
York and Washington, and hold£ a 
press-conference every time he can 
get two men to listen to him. He's 
the man the backers of NFWC 
chose as the ideal man for the chair 
manship of their group. His name 
is Verne Marshall 

Now Mr, Marshall has all the 
earmarks of a bom press-agent — a 
propagandist. He has beat the drums 
for numerous crusades through the 
columns of his beloved Pulitzer- 
prize winning Gazette. He attacked 
prison labour in manufacturing, he 
charged graft in the State Univer- 
sity, he crusaded against slot- 
machines. No doubt he ought to 
be commended tor these undertak- 
ings. But it it a far cry from slot- 
machines to foreign policy. Mr. 
Marshall ought to be smart enough 
to see that. But he isn't His 
vague, contradictory statements, his 
raucousness, his belligerency, and 
his evident superficiality all betray 
him.

If Mr. Manhall yns re*Uy sincere 
in lUs professed single desire to 
"Iceep this conntry out of war," be 
wouldn't have adopted the methods 
he lus. He M'ould have appealed to 
reason; he has not.

For himself, he may be 
satisfied that he has at least become 
a national figure — in 30 days. It it 
painful to record tliat a considered 
public estimate of that figure would 
approach zero. Mr. Marshall might 
do well to remember that Al Caponc 
is a "national figure" too.

Ignorance Is Bliss. 

On December 17 the NFWC stal- 
ed its conviction that the United 
States must have an Impregnable 
defence and that aid should be 
given toi Britain within the limits 
of the Neutrality Act. Honest, peace- 
loving Americans p.'-ici-'.eti up thcir 
ears eagerly, Perhap£ here was the 
g.'X)up for them! Many '.hought the 
William Allen While Committee to 
Aid the Allies had gone too far. and 
was rapidly becoming a Commit- 
tee for War. 

In i'-s opening-day statement the 
NFWC frankly staled its intention 
to seek to coun'.eract the "propa- 
ganda" of the While group. Its ap- 
peal was quite reasonable. It de- 
manded a clear definition of the 
slogan: "Steps short of war." It 
came out against the convoying of 
merchant ships by the U.S. Navy. 
It recommended one-man authority 
for the nation's defence program. It 
said proudly: "Let no man accuse 
us of being anything save a group 
of dolormined pro- Americans!" 
"Hurray!" said a goodly number of 
right-thinking ci'iizcns. 

In other word;;,' Marshall and his 
committee showed they knew the 
value of worming their way in via 
present attitudes and feelings. If

First of Series to Be Select- 
ed Readings from Mis 
Own Poems 



Mr. Altrca Xoyrs. C.n.E., 
LL.D,. LÎÏÏ,D„ will driivfr n 
«crics of tlircc lectures, the sub- 
jects of which will he rc.tiiitips 
from his own popiits. .•\spccts of 
Modern Poetry and The Relji- 
tionship of Poetry and Heality 
on Thursday, Jan, 23rd, Mon- 
day, ,lBn. '.?7ih ;uid Wednesday, 
Jan. 29th rcsi^ectivcly. The talks 
will commence at S o'clock and 
will take place in Moyse H.ill. 

Mr. Noyes, who is to be the visit- 
ing lecturer at McGill University 
during the period from January 
23rd to January 29th .was intro- 
duced to the general public in 1902 
on the publication of his "The Loom 
of Years" and since that time has 
written many volumes of poems, 
culminating in the epic, "The Torch- 
Bearers," in which the strivings of 
humanity to attain a better world 
are described in verse. He. more 
than any other contemporary poet, 
with the possible exception of Mr. 
John Masefield, has shown the vir- 
ility of poetry and brought home to 
a generation that was in danger of 
forgetting it and the realization 
that the sagas of human courage 
and the stories of human achieve- 
ment are an integral part of our 
poetic heritage. 

Held Chair at Princeton. 

.Although Mr. Noyes held the 
Chair o! Modern English Litera 
ture at Princeton two decade; ago. 
he has not ior many years offered 
in any Canadian university a course 
of lectures comparable to that which 
will be held at McGill this month. 

On the 23rd of January, Mr 
Noyes will, by special request, in- 
itiate the series by offering to the 
audience selected readings from his 
own poems. In the lecture on 
January 27th, he will broaden hit 
field to discuss the wider aspects 
of Modern Poetry, illustrating his 
remarks by reading from the worlts 
of his contemporaries while the 
concluding lecture on January 29th 
will deal with the "Relationship 
of Poetry and Reality." 

While Mr. Noyes has oer-n in- 
vited to give these lectures chiefly 
in order that a new generation of 
students may have the privilege of 
hearing him, it is expected that 
many other members of the com- 
munity will wish to attend, and ar 
raiigements are being made for the 
acconamodation of those that wish 
to do so.

Event to Be Held Tuesday 
in Montreal High 
Auditorium 



A mass meeting of all McGill 
coeds, including 200 women situ- 
denf.= from Macdonald College, 
will take place thi.s Tuesday 
evening, ,ran. 21 at 8 o'clock in 
the auditorium of Montr^aL 
High School. The purpose of the 
meeting is to present the sec- 
ond term schedule of the War 
Service Program for Women. 
Dr, F. Cyril James will be guest 
speaker, and will give a general 
presentation of the program for 
the remainder of the year. A six 
weeks' study of the principles 
and practices of first aid givea- 
under the auspices of the St. 
John Ambulance Association 
was completed by R.V.C. and 
co-eds at Macdonald College at 
the end of the first term. 
Prarram for Second Tens. 

The later part of the program 
will include a study of treatment of 
shock, exposure and exhaustion; 
some of the techniques of nursing, 
especially under emergency condi- 
tions; preventive measures in rela- 
tion to public health; and the nat- 
ure, spread and prevention of ex- 
posure diseases (such as colds, in- 
fluenza and pneunioma);_ Included 
also will be the importance, place 
and methods of psychotherapy. 
These meetings will be held Tues- 
day evenings at which ttie 800 stud- 
ents enrolled will attend. 

The supplying of food, shelter and 
heat under emergency conditions, 
both for workers and victims, will 
be up for consideration. This will 
involve a study of the regular 
chainnels of food supply, as well' as 
food values, the organizing of can- 
teens, emergency rationing, the 
selection, cost and dispensing of 
foods by gas, glass etc., chemical 
and tMcterial contamination of milk 
and water supplies, the nature and 
menace of waterbome diseases, and 
various methods of decontamina- 
tion. 

Preblens to Be Dealt With 

Emergency housing and problems 
associated with the establishing of 
temporary dormitories along with 
problems of heating and clothing 
in relation to adverse climatic cott- 
ditions will oe dealt wiih. A 
knowledge of fire hazards and of 
air-raid patrol measures will be 
necessary for an imderstanding of 
the whole physical and administra- 
tive organizations of the commun- 
ity. 

Students will also become famil- 
iar with the various governmental 
and volunteer organizations which 
function when disaster befalls a 
community, such as_ might happen 
in war time. Problems of evacua- 
tion and the handling of evacuees 
will also comprise a part of the 
second term Women's War Program 
schedule.

- Today marks the first dav of a new , 
-term. Students arc returning to college 
n'ith renewed energj' and determination 
and "with resolutions to spend the next 
Ihree months preparing themselves for the 
final examinations. We offer below some ! 
excellent maxims for improving methods 
of study whirh were rerently issued by the i 
head of the psychology' department, with 
.the suggestion that they be clipped for 
future referenee. 

■ 1. Keep yourself in good physical condi- 
tion. 

. 2. Attend to, remove, or treat physical 
defects that often handicap mental 
àcti^^ty. 

8. See tlat the exlemal condition^ are 

favourable to study. 
4. Form ji place study habit. 
; 5. Form a time study habit. 

6. Whenever possible, prepare the ad- 
vance assignment in a given subject 
directly after the day's recitation in it. 

7. Begin to work promptly. 

8. Take on an attitude of attention. 

9. Work intensely while you work— that 
is eonrcntrate, but — 

10. Do not let intense apphcation become 
fluster or worry. 

11. Do your work with the intent to learn 
and remember. 

12. Seek a motive, or better, several mo- 
tives for study. 

18. Get rid of the idea that you are work- 
ing for the teacher. He doesn't care if 
you pass or not. 

14. Do not apply for help until you have 
to, 

16. Have a clear notion of the aim of what 
you are doing.

■fil. Carry the learning of all important 
items beyond tiie point necessary for 
immediate recall. 

22. You must daily pass judgment as to 
the degree of importance of items that 
are brought before you, and lay special 
stress on the permanent fixing in your 
mind of those items that are vital and 
fundamental. 

When given a bit of information that 
is clearly of subordinate importance 
and useful only for the time being, you 
are warranted in giving it only suffi- 
cient attention to hold it over for the 
time in question.

When the materials Irainrd by lienrl 
present no obvious rational assoeia- 
tions it is perfectly legitimate to invent 
some artificial scheme for learning 
and recalling. 

In committing anything to memory do 
not break it up into parts, btit learn it 
as a whole. 

In mcmoriiing it is belter to read 
aloud than silèntly, and to read rapid- 
ly than slowly. 

If your work includes attendance at 
lectures, take a moderate amovmt of 
notes, using a system of abbreviation, 
and rewrite these notes amplified into 
a reasonable continuous outline.

New Yorlt City, at the height of the winter 
season is the most vibrant spot on earth. This 
city, monument of men and to men, revels in 
the brilliancy of the holidays and wears its 
holiday face until the heat or the humidity or 
what you will closès in and announces a siesta.

Despite the 
tropical drink stands, penny arcades and gen- 
eral disorder, the Avenue Is challenging the 
proverbial grandettr of Fifth. 

Thé Empire State Building still towers in 
un tenanSaÇ. splendour, the Hudson River re- 
mains gray and sinuous during an early morn- 
ing drive, Maurice Evans" name is shining again 
from the marquee of the St. James Theatre, 
and the Radio City Music Hall Rockettéi are 
still in step. 

After a discouraging start, Broadway has 
presented New York with several distinguished 
theatrical productions. Every type of show is 
available from "Twelfth Night" with Helen 
Hayes and Maurice Evans, to "Panama Hattie", 
which has Ethel Merman meeting Cole Porter 
half way. 

In T^velfth Night, Miss Hayes, playing her 
first Shakespearian role, completely captivates 
the audience ss Viola. Although Mr. Evans 
plays Malvolio with Great skill and originality, 
it is impossible not to think longingly of his 
princély Hamlet and the 'bloody but unbowed' 
Richard. Even Shakespeare didn't bat a hun- 
dred per cent. Nevertheless, taken for what it 
is. Twelfth Night is magnificently played and 
staged with great imagination. 

The New Yorker Magazine is well repre- 
sented with Pal Joey compiled from the sériés 
of short stories by John O'Hara and "My Sis- 
ter EilMn" by Ruth McKinney both presented 
as plays.

Now he glances down at the yellow 
paper in front of him. 

And now we hear from Mr eerreapondent

Another pause. Then . . . Tokyo. 

The mah on the leather couch in the studio 
—the one in thé, white shirt and bow-tie— is 
Elmer Davis. He's sitting next to Major Oeorge 
Fielding Eliot, CBS military analyst, making 
notes on a yellow pad ai he Ii>t«ns to the cor- 
respondents abroad. 

Tokyo signing off . . . 

Elmer Davis comes over to a chair behind 
one of the mikes. Warren Sweeney — in the 
brown suit— introduces him. Davis looks at 
the clock, then down at his notes and begins 
to .«peak. In five minutes he's finished. 

He comes out into the newsroom now wilh 
several other men who edit the news and they 
all look over the reports on the machines. Then 
they discuss the President's .<ipcech which is to 
be broadcast in an hour. They talk about a 
round-up of editorial opinion they plan to do 
an hour after Mr. Roosevelt has finished speak- 
inp. It's never been done before. But they're 
going to take a crack at it.

Back in the newsroom at 11:13. The Prési- 
dent finished his speech an hour ago and Ma- 
jor Eliot is just closing his analysis of the day's 
news. Bob Trout, newscaster, is séatèd beside 
the Major in a sweatér with an open collar.| 
He has just received a galléy proof of the édi- 
torial on the President's speech from the New 
York Herald Tribune. But that's all he has in 
his hand. 

Major Eliot is finished and Bob Trout be- 
gins to quote from the Tribune editorial. He's 
down to the lakt paragraph before someone 
hands him a strip of teletype paper with édi- 
torial comment from the Daily News. Tliat's 
all he has. Thére are liill eleven minutes to 
go.

He was forced lo take a terrible 
heckling from a belligerent crowd. 
The topic was "Is a Hitler defeat 
cs.«cntial to the United Slates?" 1 
need not tell yini whose side Marsh- 
all was on. Il was not so much 
Marshall^ point of view that the 
crowd resented, but rallier his thin, 
faclle!i.<t, sclf-conlradlcting muddle 
of talk. One of his main assertions 
was that "a."! .soon as the world 
knows America i.s not going into 
this war, the war it.solf will cndl" 
It was hard (o reconcile this with 
his previous statement, the same 
evening, that the Committee's job 
was lo prevent the giving away of 
supplies and arms needed for nation' 
al defence. 

He argued that Hitler would re 
store freedom to Europe's conquer 
ed nations if the U.S. intervened in 
the war for a mediated peace. Some- 
one asked him to define the term 
"just pface." Marshall's answer is 
a cla.«fic: "The sort of peace which 
permits the peoples of all nations 
to have the same opportunities that 
the people of the rest of the nations 
have, economically as well as mill 
tarily." The crowd booed for ten 
minutes.

are far removed from the Immedi- 
ate winning of lhe<war. If 1 thought 

thai there wa.s any truth In that 
coiilrntion 1 should be the Inst per- 
on to incnlioii them becnu.'e— im- 
portant as the problems of post- 
war reconstruction are — it is plain 
to all men that we must win this 
war, and win it decisively, before 
any sort of reconstruction. At the 
present moment, the most Import- 
ant duly that demncrncy inipo.'se.s 
upnn each one of us Ls the requirc- 
mcjit that we .should cxerl every 
effort in the common cause because 
the war will not be won by dream- 
ing. There arc bllter days of tribu- 
lation ahead of us, and as Mr. Chur- 
chill has pointed out. wc mu^t pur- 
chase our victory by blood and 
sweat and toil. 

It is in lite full con,s('iousne.<;s of 
that fact that I am calling upon you 
lo face the larger issue, and make 
the additional effort that such an 
attitude demands. The vital strength 
of the British Empire af the present 
moment is lo be found in the idcab 
of its people, and in the courage 
that Ihoic ideals inspire, rather than 
in any superiority of guns and tanks 
and aerof)lancs. It is those ideals 
that have evoked so magnificent a 
response from the people of the 
United States, who have found in 
the stories of Dunkirk and London 
a new admiration for Ihe British 
peoples and a now meaning in de- 
mocracy. It is those ideals that will 
stir an inner rrsllcssne.'s In the 
breasts of the millions who are now 
cnslave<l heneath llir German heel, 
millions who "think Iheni.selves for 
gotten and who seek no more a 
••^igi)." giving Ihcm the courage lo 
lend valuable aid in the day when 
our forces invade the continent of 
EuroiM".

Also for believ- 
ing that Britain's credits and a.s.sc't.- 
in the hemisphere were nearly as 
low as Brilain would have America 
believe. 

'J'hen Mr. Marshall took a Christ- 
inas holiday in Iowa. The more 
people thought about his slatements, 
the phonier they sounded. The man 
just wasn't reasonable, they said. 
The fact was that the man was ap- 
pearing in his true colors. The tran- 
sition was apparent to most people, 
although they were confused by it.

At various tlmés and places Mar- 
shall said hotly: "I don't care who 
wins the war." He called senators 
"insane," denounced radio com- 
mentators as "idiots." He declared: 
"If Hitler comes to the U.S.A. I'll 
get myself back to Iowa, get on a 
piece of land, and slay there." It 
was in his opening talk that he 
favored aid to Britain, bragged of 
senalorial backing, and laughed at 
Nazi invasion of America.
